FonianiBm may not inaptly bo re- 
garded us tho Biidiiuunt ot Irisbry. it 
would appear to form the scum of tho 
Great Republic— coming to tho surface 
with every repeated process of national 
fermentation.

Our neighbors havo unquestionably been 
guilty of -working with Fonianiam. 
Thoy may find it a dangorouB tool. 
They who sup with tho devil have need of 
long spoons. It is evident that General 
O'Neil regards continued inaotion fatal 
to effective organization. With the 
peculiarity of their countrymen, the 
Fenians aro ru- ting for want of fighting, 
and ho who would continuo to command 
must lead on to viotory or to — flight ! 
But a more activo service is net alono 
essential to ttio maintenance of disci- 
pline. A show of doing something, 
achieving sprue glorious feat of arms, is 
equally a financial necessity. It is only 
when the blood is up that tho rcvenuo 
flows freely into the treasury of tho Hcud 
Coutro, Thus wo loarn of rumored ac- 
tivity, fresh accessions and mysterious 
movements. It would ho vain to spec- 
ulate upon tho programme of action 
adopted by Gen. O'Neil. It is difficult, 
to believo that another raid on Canada 
is seriously contemplated. That coun- 
try is much nutter prepared to give them 
a becoming reception now than it was 
upon a previous occasion. The promp- 
titude with which tho volunteers turn* 
ed out a fow weeks ago, and the martial 
appearance they made, will help to give 
General O'Noil and his men somo idea 
of the foe they would have to encounter. 
Nor would tho Canadians bo likely to 
repeat the mistake of making prisoners 
of men who should havo found no qnar* 
ter. It is far moro ptobable that the 
faco of tho Fenian army will bo turned 
towards the Northwest, and that it ia 
in contemplation to strengthen tho 
hands and consolidate the govorument 
ot tho 'Liberators.' Such a scheme 
would certainly be moro loaBible than a 
raid upon Canada, while it would pos- 
sess tho advautugo of being infinitely 
more safe ; besides, the General might 
havo somo cbaucu of being appointed 
Governor or Dictator. Our dispatches 
connect the movements of tho United 
States troops with that of tho Feniuus. 
Such may bo tho caao ; yet, if it is so 
a great chango must havo come 
over those who direct the movements 
ot tho Federal troops. Whatever allowance 
wo may havo felt disposed to tnako in the 
post, these organizations can cominacd 
Utile sympathy cow. A clergyman once 
wrote to the Timet complaining tbat the 
prayer against the cattle-plngue had not 
been suspended, although the cattle plague 
had. This incident reminds one ot the part 
Fenianism is now playing,— begging the 
pardon of the church for Ihe comparrison. 
An organization owing its existence to mis- 
government in Ireluud should .coase with the 
evil which gave it being. The Irish disease 
may not, perhaps, be enid to have been quite 
suspended ; but surely the policy of Ulad- 
Btone is thorough enough to satisfy the moat 
ultra radical. If Ihe Irish were given their 
independence to-morrow would ihey be bet- 
ter off ? Would they give better promise of 
governing the country well thau Gladstone 
gives f Why, then, this continued howling 
about oppression and misgovernment Y The 
true Irish patriot should oe found at home, 
earnestly ondeavouring to make the mont ot 
safe and grndual reforms, insiead of leading 
a band of cut-throtts into a peaceful and 
unoffending country. 

Eleven Years Old. 

To-day this journal enters upon the 
twelfth year of its existenoe. Eleven 
years old* ! Not old, and yet old. The 
BamsH Colonist is tbo oldest institas 
tion iu tbo country, with tho exception 
of tho Uudsou Bay Company. It has 
witnessed the rise and fall of fourteen 
newspapers within tho colony. It has 
stood by the deathbed of ten local 
contemporaries; Yet tho shout of jubi- 
lation is hushed, the fooling of self- 
gratulation is toned down by the recol- 
lection of many a hard struggle to keep 
above the turbid waters ot early col- 
onial existence. What a history is 
crowdod into these cloven eventful years ! 
Great tides of population have lluwod 
and ebbed: Governors havo como and 
gone— ono of them to his 'long homo.' 
Towns havo sprang into existonco. and 
have as quickly disappeared. Tho hopes 
of the people, how often havo thoy 
been exalted, oniy to bo cast dowu, 
lower still. Yot wo mast not forget 
that the picture has a light shado as 
well as a dark. Many havo attained a 
goodly mcasuro of prosperity during 
theso eleven years ; and if tho colony 
has not made thai progross marked out 
for it, still it has made considerable 
progress, and it would now appear to 
bo emergio'g from a protruded uud 
sovere crisis to enter upon a moro hope* 
ful period of its existenoe. Hut it is 
about ourselves rather than the colony 
wo proposed to speak. It is a gratifying 
reflection that through all the vicissitudes, 
tho trials and roversos which havo 
characterized tho past elevou years, this 
iout-ial has bcou onablod Bleadily to 
pursue the independent and ovon tenor 
of its way. ft has never hesitatod to 
expose and denounce wrongdoing, as it 
has over been found on tho side ot poli- 
tical liberty, and moral and religious 
MOKress. It uay be fairly claimed for 
the BttlWSH OoiiONlBX Ulat u htt ? 
played no unworthy part, exerted 
no little iniluonco for good In tho 
history Of tho colony. What it has 
Jjeon hs tho past it promisos to bo ovon

in ft higher degree in the future — tho 
fearless and uncompromising onemy of 
oppression and wrongdoing, the tribune 
of tho people and the friend of progress. 
Tho Colony is rapidly approaobing a 
most critioal and important period, an 
epoch in its history. The crisis is at 
hand when the sorvices of an independent 
and powerful press uro espeoially noedod. 
It will hardly bo necessary for ns to 
remind tho people of their duty in ordor 
that they may possess such a pross in 
the time of their great need. The pub- 
lication of the British Colonist involves 
groat expense and responsibility ; and' 
it should not be forgotten that, although 
this journal has managed to out'ivo so 
many of its contemporaries, oven it must 
rely upon tbo discriminating patrouago 
of tbo people for tho means of existonco. 
In proportion to the liberality with 
which that patronage is extended to it 
shall we bo enabled to keep pace with 
tho progress of the age, and make th« 
paper even moro worthy in the future 
than it has been in tho past of the com, 
fictenco of tho poople. 



Earl Grey and tbe Colonial Couiiec- 
lloni 

In reply to a communication from tho 
Royal Colonial Sooitty, Earl Gravhas writ- 
tea a letter which baa appeared in the Timet, 
and from which we make the following ex« 
tracts ; 

' The breaking up of tho great colonial 
empire of England would, in my opinion, ba 
a, calamity to tho colonies, to this country and 
to tho world, and I cannot doubt that you 
are right in believing this to be the result 
whioh must bo looked for from the policy 
distinctly declared by Her Majesty's Gov 
ernmont. In order to avert ihe threatonad 
misfortune I do not see what more judicious 
step could have been taken than that whioh 
you have adopted in suggesting to tho Gov- 
ernments of our moat important colonies 
thut I hey should eend tepresentativea to meet 
in London in February for tho purpose of 
considering the present state of the relations 
between this country and its colonies, with 
the view of recommending to Her Majesty's 
Government measures for pltoimr those re- 
lations on a better looting. * * * 

But 1 would take the liberty of pointing 
out to you that in the letter you have ad- 
dressed to the Colonial Governments you 
have omitted to advert to some of the con* 
aiderations which scam to me especially to 
require their aiteniiun if they w ish to pre. 
serve a real and living connection between 
Ihe colonies and Ihe British Empire. Tbe 
fact ought not to be overlooked that the po'» 
icy to which you justly object as tending di- 
rectly to the severance of this connexion has 
not been taken up only of late by ihe present 
Ministcis oi the Crown. It may, perhaps, 
havo been more distinctly avowed by them 
than it had been previously ; but for some 
years it had been practically acted upon by 
(heir predecessors, and is no doubt in ac- 
cordance with what is now tbe prevailing 
opinion in Parliament. Tho adoption of tbia 
policy, which I consider ti be one of selfish- 
ness, quite unworthy of a great na'ion, and 
the prevalence of tho opinion which has 
given rise to it, must be regarded as tbe 
direct and naturul cousequeoco of the claim 
put forward of lute years on behall of Ihe 
colonies to be ftee Ircra all cntrol or tbe 
exorcise of any substantial authority over 
them by tbo Impetial Government. 

There is no one who has alwaya been moro 
opposed than myself to meddling and vexa- 
tious interference on the part of that Govoro- 
meni in the purely local and internal aOai;« 
of colonies of which tbo inhabitants are ca- 
pable ol properly managing these affairs for 
themselves. But in the administration ot ai: 
Colonial Governments questions are oon- 
linually aricing which afreet tho interest 
not only of the particular colonies, bat of 
the empire as a whole, and it would not bo 
difficult to show that of late years the in- 
habitants of many of our colonies, urged on 
by those who profess lo speak for tbera in 
this country, have set up u claim [which has 
been praticully conceded] to be allowed to 
deal even with these quejtions according to 
their own will without allowing tbe Ira- 
periul Government to exerciie that authctiiy 
without which a due regard to the general 
interests of the v. hole empire and an ad- 
herence to it* policy cannot be secured in 
the measures of me several looal Governments. 
But if the lmpe ia I Government is to exer- 
cise no authority over tho colonies there is 
no reuson why it should incur any responn 
bility or exponse on their behalf, and the 
feelint; a^uinst doing bo, which has of late 
ycaiB been so strongly manifested in Par- 
liament, has naturally ariien from tbe ex- 
aggerated claims fur nolonial freedom of ac- 
tion which have been asserted.' 

'Tbis, I am persuaded, is the true explana- 
tion ot the present state of feeling in this 
country uo this subject. It cannot there- 
lore bo too distinctly understood by the colos 
aies that the policy now adopted towards 
tt.em by the Home Government and by Par- 
liament, and of which thoy oomplain, is very 
littlo likely to be altered, unleB} tbey on 
their part uro roady to recognize the propri- 
ety of the exoreiao ol a larger measure of 
authority over them by tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment than thoy have of late been willing 
to submit io. I am bound to any that (or my 
owu part, muoh ua I deploro wbat I regard 
as the virtual dissolution oi our colonial em- 
pire by the adoption of tho policy in question, 
Ido not think itouqbt t;i be abandoned, ox- 
oepton tho ecndiiiou I have mentioned, 

'I will not now trouble you with any state- 
ment of my own views as to tho principles 
on which the limits should be determined, on 
tho one hand, of the claims of tbo colonies 
on the Imperial Government for ptotoction 
and assistance, and on tbo oiher, ol Ihe 
authority thoy ought to acknowledge as be- 
longing to it. 1 am convinced tbat theso 
limits might be so laid down as to placo the 
mutual relations of the diQerout parts of the 
empire on a much better footing than ot 
present, and that it would bo lar more for 
the true interest, both of this country and 
its dependencies, thut this should be attempt- 
ed than t bat tho present polioy ot virtually 
fevoriug the connexion between them shouli 
bo persevered in.' • GREY.'
